And this is not morely a technical ob srvation, 
itis not merely that it is-a time of warlike 
operations in Chins, but that there are dis- 
turbances abacting to those warlike opera- 
tions. “With regard to Newchwang, there was a

bourhood, and distarbances arose which had con- 
nection with the troubles in Chiua. Under 
those circumstances the Russian commander on 
the spot occupied Newchwang, and though, of

“The possibility had already been 
proved of injecting, without ill effects, viralent 
cultures into small animals which had been 
treated with repeated injeoticns of. cultures of 
plague bacilli killed by an hour's exposure to 5 
temperature-of 65. or 70degress, ‘this fact 
served asa starting point for Haffkine, who 
introduced some happy. modifications in the 
manayement of plague cultures in liquid media. 
His injections: caused a ‘somewhat-active local 
reaction, with fever and ganglionic awelling, 
but at Bycdlie, Umerkadi, and Dunaun expe- 
cially the. results of their’ employment were 
sufficiently conclusive to decide the Indian 
Government to eacourage the method. To 
ender the vaccination more efficacivus Haffkine 
‘proposed a secoud vaccination after a few days’ 
interval ond: thia practice gave better results. 
Haffkine’s vaccination could. therefore, render 
great sarvice in infected countries, being choap- 
ly obtainable in large quantities; but it was only 
fair to admit that hia method was opau to some 
yrave objections. ‘Thus during the period of 
immunisation with the heated cultures, animals 
were extremely susceptible to very minute doses 
of plagus virus; herice if any ono were to 
undergo the Haifkine inoculation during the 
inoculation period of a slight attack of plague, 
the attack would be greatly aggravated and 
would probably be fatal. »oreover, no good 
method existed for comparing different vaccines 
prepared according to Haffkine's process.’ Dur- 
ing the past year Professor Ualmotto said he had 
been carrying. on experiments with a view to 
obviating the principal objectionsand he describ- 
ed a process by which he obtained bodies of dried 
plague bacilli free from every trace of toxin, the 
injection of which produced no grave local reac- 
tion. When ho wished to vaccinate anunals he 
took a quantity of these microbes, apportioned 
by weight according to the kind of animal, sus- 
pended: in s fired quentity of sterilized salt 
water, and injected it under the skin or into the 
veins. If these dried microbic bodies, diluted 
with salt water, were mixed with two or three 
c. ¢. of anti-plague serum, the injection conferr- 
ed at one at the same time an immodiate passive 
immunity and an active immunity which took 
Jonger to_set up but prolonged the period of 
resistance to the infection. ‘I'he superiority of 
this method consisted in the precision of its 
experimental effects and the facility with which: 
it could be anywhere used and controlled. He 
did not, however, pretend to claim it ought to be 
employed in all cases where anti-plague raccina- 
tion was called for. Prophylaxis of plague

To oppose the transport of plague by ship, 
intelligent inspection should be established at all. 
ports ‘exposed to infection, and not a single 


rodent from a suspected vessel must -be allowed | 


to reach the shore. But it was indispeusable 
not to rely only on defensive measures, but to 
guard against spread of the disease after the. 
first cass had been declared. Ships should carry 
anti-plague serum with which those on, beard 
should be preventively inoculated, so soon a8 a 
enga occurred, and in towns the serum should 
be ned if direct contagion was to be- feared, 
thongh if the object was only to’ confer 
immunity on a number. of persons 
grouped round a centre, but not in 
direct contact with it, active vaccination with 
cultures of plague bacilli killed by heat was to 
be advised, ‘sccording to the Haffkine methol, 
modified as indicated. Special icolation hespi- 
tals should also be provided. With such pre- 
cautions and with the use of preventive vaccina- 


tion and disinfection, the plague need no longer | . 


be considered a formidable epidemic, and in 
spite of the instinctive and hereditary horror 
inspired by its name it was really much less to 
be'feared than typhoid fever or the great en- 


demics against which we were still. often unpro- |”
